Early  in  the  spring  of  1875  several  gentlemen,  principally 
connected  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  purchased  of  Alex¬ 
ander  Whilldin  about  266  acres  of  land,  most  eligibly 
situated  at  Cape  May  Point— the  extreme  southern  part  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

f|!p HEIR  OBJECT  was  to  establish  a  seaside 
resort,  where  those  who  seek  quiet  recre. 
ation  and  comfort,  with  the  attendant  health  and  enjoyment, 
rather  than  the  extravagant  living,  dissipation  and  show 
generally  attending  the  merely  fashionable  watering  places^ 
could  find  a  Summer  Home  for  themselves  and  families  at  a 
reasonable  expense. 


ITH  THIS  VIEW  a  Charter  was  obtained 
Ifh  from  the  New  Jersey  Legislature,  author¬ 
izing  the  Sea  Grove  Association  to  lay  out,  develope  and  im¬ 
prove  the  property,  giving  full  power  and  authority  to  make 
and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  as  might  be  necessary 
to  maintain  order  becoming  a  place  intended  for  those  who 
entertain  a  proper  respect  for  religion  and  morality. 


IfHE  PAST  SEASON  has  fully  proved  how 
^sfgreat  was  the  demand  for  such  an  enter¬ 
prise,  as  will  be  seen  from  reading  the  progress  already 
made,  far  exceeding  the  most  sanguine  hopes  of  the  pro¬ 
jectors  ;  a  success  which  they  propose  to  enhance  by  all 
available  means  within  their  power. 

ggLTHOUGH  COMMENCED  under  Pres- 
byterian  auspices,  a  very  short  time 
sufficed  to  show  that  parties  belonging  to  all  denomina¬ 
tions  of  Christians  were  equally  interested  in  helping  to  build 
up  this  new  sea-side  home,  and  now,  within  eight  months 
of  its  conception,  the  Lot  Holders  number  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five,  among  them  ministers  and  laymen  from  all 
parts  of  the  country,  including  Presbyterians,  Episcopalians, 
Methodists,  Baptists,  Lutherans,  &c.,  who,  with  one  desire, 
have  worked  together  in  harmony  to  make  Sea  Grove  pleas¬ 
ant  and  attractive. 


JfHE  SALE  OF  LIQUOR  is  prohibited 
by  the  Charter  of  the  Association ;  the 
consequence  being  that  although  thousands  visited  the 
place  during  the  past  season  there  was  not  in  a  single 
instance  occasion  for  the  interposition  of  the  police  on 
account  of  rude  or  unseemly  conduct,  or  for  any  other  cause ; 
making  a  residence  there,  especially  for  ladies  and  children 
left  unprotected,  free  from  all^fear  of  annoyance,  while  no 
undue  restrictions  arepmposed  which  would  in  any  way  im¬ 
ply  restraint. 


I  N  THE  LATTER  part  of  February, 
SJff?  1875,  the J Association  was  formally  or¬ 
ganized,  Alexander  Whilldin  being  elected  President  and 
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Treasurer,  and  J.  C.  Sidney,  Secretary,  to  whose  united 
energy  and  liberality  much  of  the  success  of  Sea  Grove 
is  indebted.  The  old  farm  and  homestead,  ot  which 
the  new  settlement  is  formed,  has  been  in  the  possession  of 
Mrs.  Whilldin’s  family  since  the  year  1712,  thus  secuidng 
an  undoubted  and  indisputable  title. 


ppFEA  GROVE  is  located  immediately  at 
the  point  of  the  Cape  proper,  and  is 


bounded  on  the  South  and  East  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean, 
on  the  West  by  the  waters  of  Delaware  Bay  and  on 
the  North  by  the  Turnpike  leading  from  Cape  May  City 
to  the  Steamboat  Landing. 

It  is  thus  nearly  surrounded  by  water,  being  at  the  con¬ 
fluence  of  Delaware  Bay  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  affording  a 
view  unsurpassed  on  the  coast,  including  as  it  does  the 
Ocean,  Cape  May  City,  Cape  Henlopen,  the  Breakwater, 
and  every  vessel  approaching  or  departing  from  the  mouth 
of  the  Delaware  or  coasting  Southward. 


[A  PPRECIATING  the  advantages  of  the 
location,  the  Government  has  decided 


to  remove  the  Signal  Office  from  Cape  May  to  Sea  Grove, 
where  a  new  and  handsome  building  is  being  erected 
for  Officer’s  Quarters,  Observatory,  &c.,  which  will  add 
another  feature  to  interest  visitors,  who  will  he  enabled 
to  see  the  process  employed  in  determining  the  weather, 
ebb  and  flow  of  the  tides,  displaying  cautionary  signals 
for  storms,  &c. 

Here,  probably,  would  Cape  May  City  itself  have  been 
located  had  the  advantages  of  the  position  been  considered 
by  the  Pilots,  who  were  the  pioneers  of  that  flourishing 
City  by  the  Sea,  which  is  only  two  miles  removed,  far 
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enough  to  be  distinct  and  yet  within  easy  reach  for  all  pur¬ 
poses  of  pleasure  or  business  by  the  Turnpike  or  the  Horse 
Oars  of  the  Cape  May  Passenger  Railway  Company,  which, 
although  only  finished  at  the  latter  part  of  the  season, 
proved  by  the  constant  stream  of  passengers  the  wisdom  of 
its  projectors  in  connecting  Cape  May  City  with  Sea  Grove. 
Before  next  season  opens  it  is  intended  to  extend  the  rail¬ 
road  from  its  present  terminus  at  the  depot  of  the  West 
Jersey  Railroad  Company  clear  through  Cape  May  City  to 
the  upper  part,  or  Schellinger’s  Landing,  as  well  as  to  the 
steamboat  wharf. 

AVKNTTP  100  feet  in  width  has  been 
mstructed  in  the  most  durable  manner 
along  the  whole  water  front  of  Sea  Grove,  which  is  at 
once  to  he  continued  along  the  shore  to  connect  with  that 
at  Cape  May  City,  thus  making  a  magnificent  boulevard 
of  three  miles  in  length  directly  along  the  Ocean  to  the 
steamboat  landing. 

Immediately  after  the  Association  was  organized,  contracts 
were  entered  into  to  put  in  shape  what  was  originally  a 
wilderness  of  woods,  briers  and  sand  hills,  almost  unknown 
to  its  neighbor,  Cape  May  City,  and  only  traversed  by  the 
hunter  and  the  birds  and  animals  he  sought. 


CdSTFUSIOH  occasioned  by  a  mass 
sand  thrown  up  by  the  winds  in 
every  conceivable  shape  for  generations  past,  and  by  almost 
impenetrable  thickets  of  briers,  would  have  deterred 
many  from  the  undertaking,  but  the  projectors  thought 
they  saw  in  the  natural  beauties  of  the  location  and  its 
adaptability  to  the  purposes  intended  sufficient  to  warrant 
them  in  trying  to  improve  what  is  now  conceded  to  be,  in 
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every  respect,  one  of  the  most  picturesque  aud  desirable  of 
the  many  sea-side  places  along  the  coast,  and  which  has  taken 


rank  in  its  infancy  with  those  of  much  larger  growth. 


;EFORE  the  opening  of  next  season  the 
whole  of  the  avenues,  as  laid  out  on 


the  maps,  will  be  graded  and  gravelled,  making  altogether 
over  six  miles  of  drives  within  the  grounds.  No  drive 
is  less  than  50  feet  in  width,  many  being  80  and  100  feet, 
and  as  all  buildings  are  required  to  be  set  back  20 
feet  a  generous  and  airy  outlook  is  obtained,  with  full 
and  free  currents  of  air,  fresh  from  the  Ocean  and  Delaware 
Bay.  A  reference  to  the  map  will  show  that  in  laying  out 
the  grounds  the  directors  kept  especially  in  view  the  desira¬ 
bility  of  giving  to  each  house  a  view  of  the  water  as  well  as 
the  advantage  of  the  full  benefit  of  the  ocean  breeze,  and 
in  such  a  manner  that  all  property  holders  would  share 
alike  in  this  respect. 


s 
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One  of  the  first  improvements  decided  on  was  a  building 
suitable  for  religious  and  other  meetings.  After  due  con¬ 
sideration,  the  plan  of  the  Pavilion  as  now  built  was  adopted 
as  being  the  best  adapted  to  the  location  and  the  purpose 
required.  It  is  of  octagonal  shape,  100  feet  in  diameter, 
built  in  the  Rustic  style,  open  at  the  sides,  so  as  to  be  per¬ 
fectly  cool  in  the  hottest  weather,  and  so  placed  that  from 
whichever  quarter  the  wind  blows  there  is  always  more  or 
less  breeze,  and  a  perfect  circulation  of  air  is  maintained.  It 
is  so  arranged  that  it  can  be  closed  up  in  cool  or  stormy 
weather  by  heavy  rolling  curtains.  It  will  seat  comfortably 
1500  persons  on  benches  arranged  in  amphitheatre  style. 

In  the  centre  is  the  platform  and  a  large  enclosed  room, 
above  which  is  a  Tower  rising;  85  feet  above  the  ground  and 
affording  from  its  upper  balcony  an  unsurpassed  view  of  the 
surroundings. 


VERY  BEAUTIFUR  EFFECT  is  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  introduction  of  stained 
windows  in  the  upper  part  of  the  Tower,  representing 
the  four  Seasons,  looking  through  which  the  visitor  sees 
before  him  the  whole  Panorama  clothed  in  the  dress  peculiar 
to  each  Season.  That  representing  Winter  is  so  perfect  that 
many  have  declared  they  see  the  snow  falling,  although  in 
mid-summer.

Through  the  liberality  of  the  West.  Jersey  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany,  several  thousand  excursionists  visited  Sea  Grove  during 
the  Spring  months,  and  although  the  grounds  were  still  un¬ 
developed,  many  of  them,  pleased  with  the  location,  and 
judging  from  the  improvements  in  progress  that  it  would 
be  a  success,  purchased  lots  and  commenced  building  Cot¬ 
tages.  Over  700  were  taken  down  at  one  visit  and  enter¬ 
tained  by  the  Association. 


T  THE  latter  end  of  May  the  first  ser- 
3^*  vices  were  held  in  the  Pavilion,  although 
only  commenced  eight  weeks  before,  when  a  large  gathering 
of  Ministers  and  laymen  of  all  denominations  took  part  in 
the  exercises  which  were  continued  without  intermission  till 
the  Season  closed. 


MMfis  THE  25th  of  August  a  large  body 
of  Clergymen  and  laymen  constituting 
the  Evangelical  Congress,  met  at  Sea  Grove,  and  were 
entertained  for  a  week  at  the  Sea  Grove  House,  belonging 
to  the  Association.  The  object  of  the  Meeting  was  thus 
expressed  by  Rev.  Hr.  Grammer,  Episcopal  Minister : 

“  To  assert  the  truth  and  reality  of  our  faith  and  illustrate 
it  by  practical  good  will  to  our  brethren  of  every  name  is 
one  of  the  objects  of  this  gathering.  If  it  will  promote 
peace  and  love,  if  it  will  bind  men  and  brethren  in  offices  of 
kindness  and  mercy,  if  it  will  help  to  increase  their  efficiency 
in  their  own  churches  and  fields  of  labor,  and  to  promote  unity 
of  spirit  and  righteousness  of  living,  who  will  not  admit  it 
to  be  a  great  blessing  ?”

It  was  commenced  late  in  March,  and  was  opened  com¬ 
pletely  ready  for  guests  on  the  26th  of  June.  It  is  located 
about  100  feet  from  the  Beach,  and  consequently  affords  a 
fine  prospect  seaward  with  exposure  to  the  sea-breeze  in 
every  direction.  It  has  accommodation  for  lodging  com¬ 
fortably  about  250  persons,  but  it  was,  even  early  in  the 
Season,  discovered  that  the  building  was  much  too  small  for 
the  number  of  guests  wishing  rooms. 

All  the  requirements  of  a  first-class  Hotel  are  here  ob¬ 
tained,  while  the  price  of  board  was  much  lower  than  that 
asked  in  Hotels  of  similar  character,  being  from  ^15  to  $18 
per  week. 

||PjJuilIN"Gr  all  the  month  of  August  many 
jfUsS  persons  were  reluctantly  obliged  to  seek 
quarters  at  Cape  May  City,  although  many  of  the  neigh¬ 
boring  Cottages  were  rented  by  the  Association,  who  let 
the  rooms  to  visitors,  who  slept  therein  and  took  meals 
at  the  Hotel. 

Especially  was  this  the  case  in  the  middle  of  J  uly,  when 
it  was  visited  by  a  large  number  of  Journalists,  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  leading  papers  of  Philadelphia,  Hew  York,  Bos¬ 
ton,  Baltimore,  &c.

ing  style,  but  in  a  way  to  be  an  attractive  feature  on 
the  shore,  with  pavilions  on  top,  where  the  sea  breeze 
can  be  fully  enjoyed,  out  of  the  sun,  and  with  a  full 
view  of  the  Ocean,  constantly  dotted  with  the  numerous 
vessels  sailing  in  and  out  of  the  Bay.  Experienced  men 
are  on  hand  to  take  charge  and  to  care  for  the  comfort 


and  safety  of  bathers. 

The  shore  being  so  gradual  and  regular,  so  free  from  holes, 
and  the  surf  so  free  from  undertow,  there  is  no  danger  what¬ 
ever  for  the  most  careless  bathers.  ‘During  all  the  past  sea¬ 
son  the  life-boat  men,  always  kept  on  the  alert  during  the 
bathing  hours,  were  never  called  on  for  assistance. 

In  laying  out  the  wide  beach  drive  along  the  shore,  the 
Association  left  a  margin  between  it  and  the  bathing  ground, 
so  that  all  owners  of  lots  can  put  up  their  own  bath  houses, 
provided  they  are  not  so  unseemly  as  to  detract  from  the 
beauty  of  the  beach. 


LAKE  LILY. 


Is  a  sheet  of  fresh  water,  about  half  a  mile  long,  with  irregu¬ 
lar  width  and  beautiful,  picturesquely  wooded  banks,  around 
which  runs  Lake  Avenue — a  handsome  drive  with  great 
variety  of  scenery.  The  water  is  perfectly  fresh  and  clear, 
and  is  constantly  supplied  from  springs  in  the  bottom,  the 
driest  weather  not  affecting  its  depth  or  purity. 
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OR  BOATING  AND  SAILING  the 
Lake  affords  fine  facilities  for  ladies 
and  children  to  enjoy  themselves  in  safety.  A  large  num¬ 
ber  of  comfortable  pleasure  boats  are  kept  for  the  use  'of 
visitors  at  a  very  reasonable  rate  at  the  Boat  House — a 
handsome  rustic  structure,  open  at  all  times  as  a  resting 
place  and  lookout. 

The  Lake  is  well  stocked  with  perch,  sunfish,  &c.,  giving 
fine  sport  to  those  who  do  not  care  to  tempt  the  bay  or  sea 
waters.  A  number  of  black  bass  were  imported  early  in  the 
spring,  which  will  doubtless  multiply  quickly  and  add  zest 
to  the  fisherman’s  pleasure. 

The  fishing  on  the  bay  side  is  always  good,  while  sea 
fishing,  of  the  best  kind,  is  readily  obtained  by  a  short  sail  on> 
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the  ocean.  The  seining  on  the  beach  by  the  fishermen  who 
catch  large  quantities  of  various  kinds  in  their  season,  im¬ 
mediately  opposite  the  hotel,  is  quite  an  attractive  feature. 


PAIR  OF  HANDSOME  AND  COM¬ 
MODIOUS  GREENHOUSES  have  been 
erected  near  the  Lake,  and  are  in  charge  of  an  experienced 
florist.  It  is  intended  to  propagate  a  large  number  of 
flowers  to  decorate  and  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  grounds. 
Fresh  vegetables  will  be  supplied  daily  from  the  Cape  Farm 
adjoining. 


I(aTER  is  found  all  over  the  grounds  at 
about  8  feet  from  tbe  surface.  It  is 
generally  of  the  same  quality  as  that  obtained  at  most 
of  the  sea-side  places,  and  much  of  it  better.  Not  satisfied, 
however,  with  giving  visitors  as  good,  the  Association 
proposes,  as  to  water  as  well  as  all  other  things,  to 
make  Sea  Grove  unequalled  as  a  summer  resort,  and  to 
this  end  is  building  water-works,  which  will  be  perfected 
before  the  commencement  of  the  season,  and  which  will 
supply,  by  means  of  pipes  in  tbe  streets,  the  hotels  and  all 
other  buildings  with  an  abundance  of  fine  spring  water  for 
drinking  and  all  other  purposes. 


LOTS  are  generally  50  feet  wide  by 
feet  in  depth,  with  occasional  larger 
ones  to  meet  various  tastes  and  requirements. 

They  can  be  bought  on  easy  terms  and  at  low  prices,  much 
below  those  asked  at  other  established  settlements.  Those

Assembly,  No.  11.— State  of  New  Jersey. 


An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Sea  Grove  Association  of  the 
Lower  Township  of  the  County  of  Cape  May. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey ,  That  Alexander  Whilldin,  Downs  Ed¬ 
munds,  Dr.  Y.  M.  D.  Marcy,  James  Gass  and  John  Wana- 
maker,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  subscribe  to  the  stock 
hereby  authorized,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law, 
by  the  name  of  the  “  Sea  Grove  Association,”  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing,  improving,  sell- 
ing  and  disposing  of  such  real  and  personal  estate  in  the 
county  of  Cape  May,  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  objects  of 
this  corporation  ;  and  may  receive  and  make  all  deeds,  trans¬ 
fers,  covenants,  conveyances,  grants,  contracts,  agreements 
and  bargains  whatsoever  necessary  for  the  purposes  afore¬ 
said,  on  such  conditions  and  restrictions,  not  repugnant  to 
the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  as  they  may 
see  fit. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted ,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  cor¬ 
poration  to  construct  all  necessary  roads,  water-works,  gas¬ 
works,  and  to  provide  all  the  conveniences  and  improvements 
which  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  desirable. 
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3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  affairs  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  nine  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  resi¬ 
dents  of  this  State,  all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders ;  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  the 
first  directors  of  the  said  company,  and  are  hereby  author¬ 
ized  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com¬ 
pany  ;  the  first  named  shall  hold  their  offices  respectively  for 
one  year  and  until  others  are  elected  ;  and  that  the  said 
directors  shall  be  chosen  annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation,  by 
such  of  the  stockholders  as  shall  attend  for  that  purpose, 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  elections  shall  be  published,  not  less  than  two 
weeks  previous  thereto,  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
county  of  Cape  May,  and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote  for  each  share  he  or  she  may  hold  in  said  corpor¬ 
ation,  and  the  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  directors,  who  may  appoint  such  agents  or  officers 
as  they  may  think  fit ;  and  if  at  any  time  it  shall  happen 
that  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  occur  from  whatever  cause, 
among  such  directors,  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  by  such  person  or  persons  as  the  remainder  of  the 
directors  for  the  time  being,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
appoint. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted ,  That  the  said  board  of  directors  shall, 
from  their  own  number,  elect  a  President  and  Treasurer  an¬ 
nually,  and  may  appoint  such  other  officers  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion  as  they  may  think  proper,  from  time  to  time,  and  may 
pass  and  enforce  such  by-lawTs  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
provided  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted ,  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  in¬ 
creasing  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  any  sum  not  exceed- 
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ing  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  deemed 
personal  property,  transferable  only  on  the  books  of  the  com¬ 
pany,  in  such  manner  as  the  directors  of  said  company  by 
by-laws  or  otherwise  may  direct,  and  which  shall  be  paid  in 
such  manner  and  upon  such  notice  as  the  said  directors  may 
appoint ;  and  as  soon  as  five  hundred  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  and  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
on  each  share  so  subscribed  is  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  corporation-  to  carry  into 
effect  the  objects  of  said  corporation,  and  in  case  of  the  fail¬ 
ure  of  any  stockholder  to  pay  his  or  her  instalment  at  the 
time  and  place  appointed  for  the  payment  thereof  (except  in 
case  of  the  first  instalment  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  sub¬ 
scription)  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  the  stockholder  so 
in  default  shall  incur  a  forfeiture  of  his  or  her  share  or  shares 
and  of  all  previous  payments  thereon,  to  the  use  of  the  com¬ 
pany,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  issue  certifi¬ 
cates  of  stock  for  the  purposes  of  said  company. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted ,  That  a  majority  of  the  directors  for 
the  time  being  shall  form  a  board  for  the  transaction  of  the 
business  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  as  shall  seem  neces¬ 
sary  and  convenient  for  the  management  and  disposition  of 
the  stock,  effects  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  ;  and 
for  the  purpose  of  restricting  nuisances  and  of  compelling  a 
uniform  system  of  improvements,  the  said  company  are 
hereby  authorized  and  invested  with  power  to  incorporate 
into  any  deed  or  conveyance  made  by  them,  whether  in  fee 
simple  or  otherwise,  a  clause  or  condition  forbidding  the 
sale  upon  the  premises  of  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquors,  and  to  require  of  any  grantee  of  said  company  to 
make  and  maintain  such  style  and  character  of  improvement 
on  said  lots  so  conveyed,  or  on  the  streets  fronting  thereon, 
as  to  the  said  company  may  seem  best  for  securing  a  uniform 
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system  of  development  and  Improvement  throughout  the 
said  settlement ;  and  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company 
shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  such  peace  officers  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  order  on  the 
premises,  which  officers  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  company, 
but  shall  have  when  on  duty  the  same  power  and  authority 
and  immunities  which  constables  and  other  peace  officers 
under  the  laws  of  this  State  possess  or  enjoy  when  on  duty 
as  such,  and  they  shall  have  the  same  power  to  enforce  obe¬ 
dience  to  any  rule  or  regulation  of  said  corporation  for  the 
preservation  of  quiet  and  good  order  on  the  premises  of  said 
corporation  and  their  grantees ;  provided ,  that  such  by-laws 
or  regulations  are  not  contrary  to  the  laws  or  constitution 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted ,  That  in  case  it  shall  at  any  time  hap¬ 
pen  that  an  election  of  directors  shall  not  be  made  on  the 
day  when,  pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made, 
the  said  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be 
dissolved,  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  hold  such  elec¬ 
tion  on  such  other  day  as  the  directors  of  said  corporation 
shall  direct. 

8.  And  be  it  enacted ,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme¬ 
diately. 


1.  The  affairs  of  the  Association  shall  be  managed  by  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  article  of  the  charter  of  this  cor¬ 
poration,  until  the  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  be  held  on 
the  third  Monday  of  April,  1876,  and  annually  thereafter, 
when  the  Directors  will  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the 
stockholders,  voting  either  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

2.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Director, 
his  place  shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  remaining 
Directors. 

3.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Treasurer,  elected  from  the  Directors  for  the  time 
being.  The  Directors  may  elect  one  person  to  fill  both 
offices,  or  two,  as  they  may  deem  best.  The  Directors  will  alsh 
appoint  a  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary,  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  see  fit,  all  of  whom  shall  discharge  such 
duties  as  may  be  designated  in  these  By-Laws  or  otherwise, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next  annual  election. 

4.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  As¬ 
sociation,  or,  in  case  of  absence,  one  of  the  Directors  shall  be 
appointed  President  pro  tem.,  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treas¬ 
urer,  and  present  at  the  annual  meeting  a  full  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  year. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  seal  and  of  all 
the  funds  of  the  corporation,  and  shall  disburse  the  same 
oidy  on  the  order  of  the  President,  countersigned  by  the 
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Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary.  He  shall  make  a  written 
report  from  his  books  at  the  annual  meeting,  or  oftener,  if 
required  by  the  Board,  and  he  shall  give  bond  with  security 
when  required. 

6.  The  Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association  in  a  hook  provided  for 
that  purpose,  give  due  notice  of  all  meetings,  countersign  all 
orders  on  the  Treasurer,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  required. 

7.  The  Directors  of  the  Association  hereinbefore  men¬ 
tioned,  and  their  successors,  shall  have  the  power  to  issue 
the  stock  of  the  Association,  signed  by  the  President  and 
Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
fifty  thousand  dollars. 

8.  The  instalments  on  said  stock  shall  be  called  for  and 
paid  in  from  time  to  time  as  the  Directors  may  determine. 
Should  any  stockholder  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  an  instal¬ 
ment  when  required,  after  thirty  days’  notice  given  by  the 
Secretary,  he  will  forfeit  his  interest  in  the  Association  and 
all  payments  he  may  previously  have  made,  according  to 
the  terms  of  the  charter. 

9.  No  transfer  of  stock  shall  be  made  except  upon  the 
books  of  this  Corporation,  or  be  regarded  legal  until  such 
transfer  is  duly  made  and  recorded. 

10.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary  or 
Assistant  Secretary,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  or  of  any 
three  members. 

11.  The  President  and  Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary 
shall  sign  all  contracts  for  the  Association,  by  order  of  the 
Directors. 

12.  All  buildings  and  other  improvements  will  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Directors  or  to  an  agent  appointed  for 
that  purpose  by  them. 

13.  All  deeds  will  contain  a  clause  for  the  purpose  of  re¬ 
stricting  nuisances  and  of  compelling  a  uniform  system  of 
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improvement,  forbidding  the  sale  or  keeping  for  sale  any 
spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors,  and  generally  providing 
for  the  submission  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board 
may  from  time  to  time  direct.  Neither  the  holder  of  a  lot, 
stockholder  or  other  person  shall  permit  any  amusement 
or  act  inconsistent  with  the  character  of  the  place  and  the 
objects  of  the  Association,  as  set  forth  in  the  charter. 

14.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Monday  of  April,  May,  June,  July  and  August,  and 
special  meetings  when  ordered  by  the  President  or  three 
members  of  the  Board. 

15.  The  Pavilion  is  intended  for  religious  or  other  meet¬ 
ings.  Parties  desiring  to  occupy  it  will  not  be  permitted  to 
do  so  without  the  authority  in  writing  of  the  President,  or 
in  his  absence,  of  the  majority  of  the  Board,  who  shall  first 
ascertain  the  character  of  the  intended  meeting,  refusing  the 
use  thereof  to  all  such  as  are  not  compatible  with  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  this  Association. 

16.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  and  amended  at  any 
meeting  where  a  majority  of  the  Directors  are  present. 
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
